The  Qdeen’s  Most  Excellent  Majesty  in  Council. 

WHEREAS  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  made  and 
passed  in  the  Session  of  Parliament  holdeii  in 
the  thirty-third  and  thirty-fourth  years  of  the  reign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  intitutled  “An  Act  for 
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[Ski'tkmbkk  20th,  1878. 


“ anu'miing  the  law  relating  lu  the  K.'itraditioii  of 
“ (h  iininnls,”  it  was  anioiigst  other  things  enacted, 
that  where  an  arrangement  has  been  made  with  any 
foreign  State  with  resirect  to  the  surrender  to  such 
State  of  any  fugitive  criminals,  Her  .Majesty  may,  by 
Order  in  Council,  direct  that  the  said  Act  shall  apply 
in  the  case  of  such  foreign  State;  and  that  Her 
Majesty  niay,  by  the  same  6r  any  stibsequent  Order, 
limit  the  operation  of  the  Order,  and  restrict  the  same 
to  fugitive  criminals  who  are  in  or  suspected  of  being- 
in  the  part  of  Her  .Majesty’s  dominions  specitied  in 
the  Oriier,  and  render  the  operation  thereof  subject 
to  such  conditions,  e.-veeptious,  and  qualifications  as 
nia^-  be  deemed  c.vpcdient: 

And  whereas  a Treaty  was  concluded  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  .March  last,  between  Her  .Majesty  and  the 
King  of  Denmark  for  tlie  Mutual  E.xtradition  of  Fugi- 
tive Criminals,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  terms  following: 

Her  .Maje.sty  tiie  Queen  of  the  Cnited  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  His  .Majesty  the  King 
of  Denmark,  having  judged  it  e.'cpedieiit,  with  a view 
to  the  better  administration  of  justice,  and  to  the 
prevention  of  crime  within  their  respective  territories 
and  jurisdictions,  that  persons  charged  with  or  con- 
victed of  the  crimes  hereinafter  enumerated,  and 
being  fugitives  from  justice,  should,  under  certain 
circumstances,  be  reciprocally  delivered  up  ; their 
said  .Majesties  have  naiiied  as  thqir  Plenipotentiaries 
to  conclude  a Treaty  for  this  purpose,  that  is  to  say  : 

Her  .Majesty  the  tjueen  of  the  Uuited  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  Sir  Charles  Jjennox  Wyke, 
Knight  (.’ommander  of  the  .Most  Honourable  Order  of 
the  Bath,  Her  Envoy  Extraordinary  and  .Minister 
Plenipotentiary  to  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark; 

And  His  .Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark,  Baron  Otto 
Ditley  llosenbrn  Lehn,  Knight  Commander  of  the 
Order  of  the  Danebrog  and  Danebrogsmand,  His 
Majesty’s  .Minister  for  Foreign  Allairs; 

Who,  after  having  communicated  to  each  other 
their  respective  full  powers,  found  in  good  and  due 
form,  have  agreed  u])on  the  following  Articles  : — 

Art.  1.  It  is  agreed  that  Her  Britannic  .Majesty  and 
His  .Majesty  the  King  .of  Denmark  shall,  on  requisition 
made  in  their  name  by  their  respective  Diplomatic 
Agents,  deliver  up  to  each  other  reci|)rocally,  any 
persons,  excejit  native  born  or  naturalized  subjects 
of  the  party  upon  whom  the  requisition  may  be  made, 
who,  being  accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  crimes 
hereinafter  specified,  committed  within  the  territories 
of  the  requiring  party,  shall  be  found  within  the  ter- 
ritories of  the  other  party  ; — 

1.  Murder,  or  attempt  or  conspiracy  to  murder. 

2.  Manslaughter. 

3.  Counterfeiting  or  altering  money,  or  uttering 
counterfeit  or  altered  money. 

4.  Forger^',  or  counterfeiting,  or  altering,  or  utter- 
ing what  is  forged,  or  counterfeited,  or  altered. 

5.  Embezzlement  or  larceny. 

6.  Obtaining  money  or  goods  by  false  pretences. 

7 Crimes  by  bankrupts  against  bankruptcy  laws. 

8.  Fraud  by  a bailee,  banker,  agent,  factor,  trustee, 
or  director,  or  member  or  public  officer  of  any  com- 
pany made  criminal  by  any  law  for  the  time  being  in 
force. 

9.  Rape. 

10.  Abduction 

11.  Child  stealing. 

12.  Burglary  or  housebreaking. 

13.  Arson.  > 

14.  Robbery  with  violence. 

15.  Threats  by  letter  or  otherwi.se  with  intent  to 
■extort. 

10.  Piracy  b}'  law  of  nations. 

17.  Sinking  or  destroying  a vessel  at  sea,  or  at- 
tempting or  conspiring  to  do  so. 

18.  Assaults  on  board  a ship  on  the  high  seas  with 
intent  to  destroy  life  or  to  do  grievous  bodily  harm. 

19.  Revolt  or  conspiracy  to  revolt  by  two  or  more 
persons  on  board  a ship  on  the  high  seas  against  the 
authority  of  the  master. 

Provided  that  the  surrender  shall  be  made  only 
when,  in  the  case  of  a person  accused,  the  commis- 
sion of  the  crime  shall  be  so  established  as  that  the 
laws  of  the  country  where  the  fugitive  or  person  so 
accused  shall  be  found  would  justify  his  apprehen- 
'sion  and  commitment  for  trial  if  the  crime  had  been 
there  committed  ; and,  in  the  case  of  a person  alleged 
to  have  been  convicted,  on  such  evidence  as,  accord- 
ing to  the  laws  of  the  country  where  he  is  found, 
would  prove  that  he  had  been  convicted. 

Art.  II.  In  the  dominions  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty, 
■other  than  the  Colonies  or  foreign  possessions  of  Her 
Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding  shall  be  as  follows 


1.  In  the  ease  of  ;i  i)erson  accused — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to 
Her  Britannic  .Majesty’.s  Principal  Secretary  of  .-u  ite 
for  Foreign  .\lfairs  by  the  .Minister  or  other  Diplo- 
matic Agent  of  His  Majestv  the  King  of  Denmark  at 
London,  acconqianied  by  (1)  a warrant  or  .uier 
equivalent  judicial  document  for  the  arrest  of  the  ac- 
cused, issued  bv  a Judge  or  .Magistrate  duQ'  autii  u-i- 
zed  to  take'cognizance  of  the  acts  '•barged  against 
him  in  Denmark;  (2)  duly  authenticated  depositions 
or  statement.s  taken  on  oath  before  such  .Judge  or 
•Magistrate,  clearl}-  setting  forth  the  acts  on  account 
of  which  the  fugitive  is  demanded  ; and  (3)  a descrip- 
tion of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other  particulars 
which  ma}'  serve  to  identify  him.  The  sai(i  Secretary 
of  State  shall  transmit  such  documents  to  Her  Britan- 
nic .Majesty’s  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Home  Department,  who  shall  then,  by  order  under 
his  hand  and  sealj  signify  to  some  Police  .Magistrate 
in  London  that  such  requisition  has  been  made,  and 
require  him,  if  there  be  due  cause,  to  issue  his  war- 
rant for  the  ajiprehension  of  the  fugitive. 

On  the  receipt  of  such  order  from  the  Secretary  of 
State,  and  on  the  production  of  such  evidence  as 
would,  in  the  o])inion  of  the  .Magistrate,  justify  the 
issue  of  the  warrant  if  the  crime  had  been  committed 
in  the  United  Kingdom,  he  shall  issue  his  warrant 
accordingly. 

When  the  fugitive  shall  have  been  apprehended  in 
virtue  of  such  warrant,  he  shall  be  brought  before 
the  Police  .Magistrate  who  issued  it,  or  some  other 
Police  Magistrate  in  London.  If  the  evidence  to  be 
then  produced  shall  be  such  as  to  justify,  according 
to  the  law  of  England,  the  committal  for  trial  of  the 
prisoner  if  the  crime  of  which  he  is  accused  had  been 
committed  in  England,  the  Police  .Magistrate  shall 
commit  him  to  prison  to  await  the  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender;  sending  imme- 
diately to  the  Secretary  of  State  a certificate  of  the 
comniittal  and  a report  upon  the  case. 

.■\fter  the  expiration  of  a period  from  the  committal 
of  the  prisoner,  which  shall  never  be  less  than  fifteen 
days,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall,  by  order  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  order  the  fugitive  criminal  to  be  sur- 
rendered to  such  person  as  may  be  duly  authorized 
to  receive  him  on  the  part  of  the  Government  of  his 
.Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark. 

2.  In  the  case  of  a ])erson  convicted — 

The  course  of  proceeding  shall  be  the  same  as  in 
the  preceding  case  of  a person  accused,  except  that 
the  document  to  be  produced  by  the  .Minister  or  other 
Diplomatic  Agent  of  His  Danish  .Majesty  in  support 
of  his  requisition,  shall  clearly  set  forth  the  crime  of 
which  the  person  claimed  has  been  convicted,  and 
state  the  fact,  place,  and  date  of  his  conviction.  The 
evidence  to  be  produced  before  the  Police  Magistrate 
shall  be  such  as  would,  according  to  the  law  of 
England,  prove  that  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of 
the  crime  charged. 

After  the  Police  Magistrate  shall  have  committed 
the  accused  or  convicted  person  to  prison  to  await 
the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  his  surrender, 
such  person  shall  have  the  right  to  applj'  for  a writ  of 
habeas  corpus.  If  he  should  so  apply,  his  surrender 
must  be  deferred  until  after  the  decision  of  the  Court 
upon  the  return  to  the  writ,  and  even  then  can  only 
take  place  if  the  decision  is  adverse  to  the  applicant. 
In  the  latter  case,  the  Court  may  at  once  order  his 
delivery  to  the  person  authorized  to  receive  him, 
without  the  order  of  a Secretary  of  State  for  his  sur 
render,  or  commit  him  to  prison  to  await  such  order. 

Art.  III.  In  the  dominions  of  His  Majesty  the  King 
of  Denmark,  other  than  the  Colonies  or  Foreign  Pos- 
sessions of  His  said  Majesty,  the  manner  of  proceeding 
shall  be  as  follows  : — 

1.  In  the  case  of  a person  accused — 

The  requisition  for  the  surrender  shall  be  made  to 
the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Denmark  by  the  Minister  or  other  Diplomatic 
Agent  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  at  Copenhagen,  ac- 
companied by  (1)  a warrant  for  the  arrest  of  the 
accused,  issued  by  a Judge  or  Magistrate  duly 
authorized  to  take  cognizance  of  the  acts  charged 
against  him  in  Great  Britain  ; (2)  duly  authenticated 
depositions  or  statements  taken  on  oath  before  such 
Judge  or  Magistrate,  clearly  setting  forth  the  acts  on 
account  of  which  the  fugitive  is  demanded ; and  (3) 
a description  of  the  person  claimed,  and  any  other 
particulars  which  may  serve  to  identify  him. 

The  Minister  for  Foreign  AflFairs  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Denmark  shall  transmit  such  requisition  for 
surrender  to  the  Minister  of  Justice  of  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Denmark,  who,  after  having  ascertained  that 
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the  crime  therein  specilied  is  one  of  those  enmneinleil 
in  llic  present  'I'reiity,  imd  satisfied  liiniself  that  the 
evidetice  jirodneed  is  sneli  us,  iieeording  to  l)unish 
Inw,  would  justify  llie  eoininittiil  lor  trial  of  the  iuili- 
vidunl  deinunded,  if  the  eritno  liitd  heen  eomiuilted  in 
Denmark,  shall  take  the  necessary  measures  for 
causing  the  fugitive  to  he  delivered  to  the  person 
charged  to  receive  him  hy  the  Government  of  Her 
Britannic  Majesty. 

2.  In  the  ca.se  of  n person  convicted-- 

The  course  of  proceeding  shall  he  liie  same  as  in 
the  preceding  case  ofajicrson  accused,  e.xeepl  tliat 
the  warrant  to  be  transmitted  by  the  Minister  or  other 
Diplomatic  Agent  of  Her  llritannic  Majesty  in  support 
of  his  reipiisition,  shall  clearlj'  set  forth  the  crime  of 
■which  the  person  claimed  has  been  convicted,  and 
state  the  fact,  place,  and  date  of  his  conviction.  The 
evidence  to  he  jirodnced  shall  he  such  as  would,  ac- 
cording to  the  laws  of  Denmark,  prove  that  the 
prisoner  was  convicted  of  the  crime  c irgeil. 

.\rt.  IV'.  .-V  fugitive  criminal  may.  liowever,  be 
apprehended  under  a warrant  issued  by  any  Police 
Magistrate,  Justice  of  the  Peace,  or  other  eom]H‘tcnt 
authority  in  cither  country,  on  such  information  or 
complaint,  and  .such  evidence,  or  after  such  procee;'- 
ings  as  would,  in  the  ojiinion  of  the  person  issuing 
the  warrant,  justify  the  issue  of  a warrant,  if  the 
crime  had  been  committed  or  the  prisoner  convicted, 
in  that  part  of  the  dominions  of  the  ti  o Contracting 
Parties  in  which  he  e.xercises  jurisdicti  n : Provided, 
however,  that  in  the  United  Kingdo-  ' the  accused 
shall,  in  such  case,  be  sent  as  s]icedi  y as  jiossible 
before  a Police  Magistrate  in  London;  and  that  in 
the  dominions  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark, 
the  case  shall  he  immediately  submi  ed  ‘o  the  Minis- 
ter of  Justice  of  llis  Majesty  ,,hc  King  f Denmark; 
and  [irovided,  also,  that  the  individual  i rested  shal: 
in  either  country  be  discharged,  if  within  fifteen  days 
a requisition  shall  not  have  been  made  for  his  sur- 
render by  the  Diplomatic  Agent  of  his  country,  in 
the  milliner  directed  by  Articles  If  and  III  of  this 
Treaty. 

The  same  rule  shall  apply  to  the  cases  of  jiersons 
accused  or  convicted  of  any  of  the  ci  imes  specified  in 
this  Treaty,  committed  on  the  li'gli  seas,  on  hoard  a 
vessel  of  either  country,  which  may  come  into  a port 
of  the  other. 

Art.  V'.  If  the  fugitive  criminal  who  has  been  com- 
mitted to  i>risou  lie  not  surrendered  and  conveyeil 
away  within  two  months  after  such  committal  (oi- 
within  two  months  after  the  decision  of  the  (,'ourt. 
u]>on  the  return  to  a writ  of  knhf.us  corpux  in  tlic 
United  Kingdom),  he  shall  be  discharged  from  cus- 
tody, unless  sufficient  cause  bo  shown  to  ' le  contrary. 

.\rt.  VI.  When  any  person  sh  ill  have  been  surren- 
dered by  either  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  to  the 
other,  such  persons  shall  not.  until  he  has  heen 
restored  or  had  an  opportunity  of  returning  to  the 
country  from  whence  he  was  surrendered,  be  triable 
or  tried  for  any  offence  committed  in  the  other 
country  prior  to  the  surrcndi'r.  other  than  the  j'ar- 
ticular  offence  on  account  of  which  he  was  sur- 
rendered. 

Art.  VII.  Xo  accused  or  convicted  person  shall  be 
surrendered,  if  the  offence  in  respect  of  which  his 
surrender  is  demanded  shall  be  deemed  hy  the 
Government  upon  which  it  is  made  to  he  one  of  a 
political  character,  or  if  in  the  United  Kingdom  he 
prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Police  Magistrate,  or 
of  the  Court  before  which  uc  is  brought  on  haheas 
corpus,  or  to  the  Secretary  f State,  or  in  Denmark 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Vmister  of  Justice  of  His 
Majesty  the  King  of  Denmark,  that  the  requisition 
for  his  surrender  has,  in  fact,  been  made  with  a view 
to  try  or  to  punish  him  fo-  n offence  of  a political 
character. 

Art.  VIII.  Warrants,  dep  >•  itions,  or  statements  on 
oath,  issued  or  taken  in  the  dominions  of  either  of 
the  two  High  Contracting  Pa.rties,  and  copies  thereof, 
»nd  certificates  of  or  judicial  documents  stating  the 
fact  of  conviction,  shall  be  re  -eived  in  evidesee  in 
proceedings  in  the  dominions  of  the  other,  if  purport- 
ing to  be  signed  or  certified  by  a Judge,  Magistrate, 
or  officer  of  the  country  where  they  were  issued  or 
taken,  and  provided  they  are  authenticated  by  the 
oath  of  some  witness,  or  by  being  scaled  with  the 
official  seal  of  the  Minister  of  Justice,  or  some  other 
Minister  of  State. 

. Art.  IX.  The  surrender  shall  not  take  place  if, 
since  the  commission  of  the  acts  charged,  the  accu- 
sation, or  the  conviction, -exemption  from  prosecution 
or  punishment  has  been  acquired  by  lapse  of  time 


■ |<•l■oI■cliug  to  the  law."*  Of  the  country  where  the  accu- 
.■Ji'il  or  convicted  person  shall  liiivc  taken  refuge. 

,\rt.  X If  tin;  individmil  claimed  should  be  under 
prosecution,  or  iu  custody,  for  ti  crime  or  offence 
committed  in  the  country  where  he  may  have  taken 
refuge,  his  surrender  may  he  deferred  until  he  shall 
have  been  set  at  liberty  iu  due  course  of  law. 

In  ea.se  he  should  he  jiroceeded  against  or  detained 
iu  siicli  eouutry,  on  aeeoiiul  of  obligations  eontraeted 
towards  |)rivaU-  individuals,  his  surrender  shall 
nevertheless  take  place,  the  injured  party  retaining 
his  right  lo  jiro.seeutc  liis  claims  before  tlie  competent 
aiitlmiity. 

,\rt.  XI.  Kvery  article  found  in  tlie  possession  of 
the  individual  claimed  at  the  time  of  his  arrest,  shtill 
he  oOized,  in  order  to  he  delivered  up  with  liis  person 
at  the  time  wlien  the  surrender  shall  be  made.  .Such 
delivery  shall  not  he  limited  to  tlie  jiroperty  or  arti- 
cle.s  olitaineJ  hy  stealing  or  by  fraudulent  Imnkruptcy, 
Viut  sliall  c.Mond  to  every  thing  that  may  serve  as 
proof  of  the  crime.  It  shall  take  place  e^  eii  when 
tho  surrender,  after  having  heen  ordered,  sliall  he 
"revented  from  taking  place  by  reason  of  the  escape 
■ir  death  of  the  individual  claimed. 

.\rt.  Xli.  Each  of  tlie  two  Contracting  Parties  shall 
defray  tlie  o.vpenscs  occasioned  hy  tlie  arrest  within 
It.s  territories,  the  detention,  and  the  conveyance  to 
its  frontier,  of  the  persons  wliom  it  may  consent  to 
iiiTendcr  in  pursuance  ot  tlie  ])rcsciit  Treaty. 

.\rt.  .XI II.  The  stipulations  of  the  present  Treaty 
shall  be  !i]»idicahle  to  the  Colonies  or  I'oreign  Posses- 
■iion.s  of  the  two  High  Conlraetiiig  Parties,  in  the 
following  manner  : — 

The  re(|uisition  for  the  surrender  of  a fugitive 
criminal  who  has  taken  refuge  in  a Colony  or  Foreign 
Possession  of  eitlier  of  the  two  Contracting  Parties,

Such  requisitions  may  be  disposed  of,  subject 
always,  ns  uenriy  as' may  lie,  to  the  provisions  of  tliis 
Treaty,  by  the  respective  Governors  or  Chief  Autliori- 
tic.',  who.  liowever,  shall  he  at  liberty  either  to  grant 
the  sui'ieiider,  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  their  Govern- 
ment. 

Her  liritannie  Majesty  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of 
Donnvirk  shali.  howc-ver,  be  at  liberty  to  make  special 
arrangements  in  their  Colonies  and  Foreign  Posses- 
sions for  the  sn  cmler  of  criminals  who  may  take 
refuge  therein,  on  the  basis,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  of 
the  jirovisions  of  the  present  Treaty. 

-Vrt.  XIV.  I'ho  present  Treaty  shall  come  into 
operation  ten  days  after  its  publication,  in  conformity 
with  the  forms  prescribed  hy  the  laws  of  the  High 
Contracting  Parties, 

After  the  Treaty  sliall  so  have  been  brought  into 
operation,  tlie  Convention  concluded  between  the 
High  Contracting  Parties  on  the  Lath  of  April,  1862, 
shall  he  con.'iidered  as  cancelled,  except  as  to  any 
proceeding  that  may  have  already  been  taken  or 
commenced  in  virtue  thereof. 

Either  Party  may  at  any  time  terminate  the  Treaty 
on  giving  to  the  other  six  month’s  notice  of  its 
intention. 

Art.  XV.  The  present  Treaty  shall  be  ratified,  and 
the  ratification  shall  be  exchanged  at  Copenhagen  as 
soon  as  may  be  within  four  weeks  from  the  date  of 
signature.

being  hereby  repealed. 


[22ncZ  August,  1873.J 

1.  Vessels  employed  in  the  Provincial  Coasting  Trade,  and  having  taken  out  a 
Coasting  License,  shall  be  exempt  from  Pilotage. 

2.  All  Foreign-going  Vessels  over  six  feet  draught  shall  pay  Pilotage  Fees  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Schedule  annexed  hereto.  ^ 


Schedule  of  Rates  of  Pilotage  chargeable  for  Vessels  entering  the  undermentioned  Ports,  viz:

b.  The  Pilot  Grounds  for  the  several  Ports  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia 
shall,  for  the  purposes  of  enforcing  these  Rules  and  Orders,  be  taken  to  be  as 
hereby  defined,  viz : — 

Victoria  and  Esquimalt. — Outside  of  a line  drawn  from  Trial  Island  to  Race  Rocks 
Light,  bearing  N.  E.  by  N.,  and  S.  W.  by  S.  (magnetic). 

Burrard  Inlet. — A line  from  Passage  Island  to  Point  Grey,  bearino-  of  the  latter 
being  S.  E.  (magnetic).  ^ 

Fraser  River. — Outside  Light-Ship. 

Nanaimo  and  Departure  Bay.— Outside  a line  drawn  from  Entrance  Island  to  a 
point  on  Vancouver  Island,  one  mile  W.  of  the  West  Rocks,  bearing  W.  (mao-nctic) 
and  to  the  southern  entrance  by  Dodd’s  Narrows,  a lino  drawn  from  the  inai-k  on 
Gabriola  Island  to  Sharpe  Point,  bearing  S.  W.  by  W.  1 W.,  and  N.  E.  by  E.  i E 
(magnetic.) 

Other  Ports.— To  be  defined  from  time’to  time  by  the  Pilot  Board,  as  occasion  may

c.  Any  Vessel  having  discharged  a portion  of  her  cargo  at  Esquimalt,  and  paid  full 

Pilotage  into  that  Harbour  shall,  on  proceeding  thence  to  Victoria  for  the  purpose 
of  discharging  the  remainder  of  her  cargo,  only  pay  additional  Pilotage  at  the  rate 
of  31  50  per  foot,  if  proceeding  under  or  with  the  assistance  of  steam ; and  the  same 
rule  shall  apply  to  Vessels  proceeding  from  Nanaimo  to  Departure  Bay  or  vice 
versa,  whether  with  or  without  the  assistance  of  steam.  ’ 

d.  In  the  event  of  a Pilot  taking  the  charge  of  a V essel  proceeding  from  the  Pilot 
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Ground  of  Yictoria  or  Esquimalt  Harbours,  or  of  Royal  Bay,  to  tliat  of  Nanaimo 
Harbour,  Burrard  Inlet,  or  the  Sand-heads  of  Fraser  River,  or  vice  versa,  he  shall 
receive  additional  ]>ay  at  the  rate  of  S3  per  foot  for  Vessels  under  sail,  and  at 
rate  of  SIO  per  day  for  Steamers  or  Sailing  Vessels  in  tow  of  a Steamer  while  at 
sea.  Twenty-four  hours  to  be  counted  as  a day ; any  fraction  of  a day  to  be  counted 
as  a whole  day.  All  Vessels  under  steam,  or  in  to^y  of  a steamer,  to  be  one-fourth 
loss  of  the  above  rates.  ' 

e.  Any  fraction  of  a toot,  not  exceeding  six  inches,  sliall  be  paid  for  as  half  a foot; 
and  any  fraction  of  a foot  exceeding  six  inches  shall  be  paid  for  as  a foot. 

3.  Every  J\laster  of  any  Ship  who  sliall  employ  as  a Pilot  an}’-  unlicensed  person,  or 
any  licensed  person  acting  out  of  the  limits  for  which  he  is  qualified,  or  beyond  the 
extent  of  his  qualification,  after  any  Pilot  licensed  shall  have  offered  to  talce  charge  of 
such  Ship,  shijill  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  double  the  amount  of  the  sum  which 
would  have  been  legally  dcmandable  for  the  Pilotage. 

4.  Any  pei'son  may  legally,  and  without  being  subject  to  any  penalty,  assume  or 
continue  in  charge  of  any  Ship  as  a Pilot,  so  long  as  a Pilot  duly  licensed  shall  not  have 
offered  to  take  the  charge,  or  where  and  so  long  as  such  Ship  shall  be  in  distress,  or 
under  circumstances  which  shall  have  rendered  it  necessary  for  the  Master  to  avail 
himSelf  of  the  best  assistance. 

5.  Any  Licensed  Pilot,  Avithin  the  limits  of  his  license  and  the  extent  of  his  qualifica- 
tion, may  supersede,  in  tlie  charge  of  any  Ship,  any  person  not  licensed,  or  acting 
beyond  the  extent  of  his  qualification ; and  every  person  continuing  in  the  charge  of 
any  Ship  without  being  a Licouacd  Pilot,  or  without  being  licensed  to  act  within  the 
limits  in  Avhich  such  Ship 'shall  be,  or  beyond  the  extent  of  his  qualification,  after  any 
Pilot  licensed  and  qiualified  shall  have  offered  to  take  charge  of  such  Ship,  shall  forfeit 
any  sum  not  exceeding  Tavo  hundred  and  fifty  Dollars,  nor  less  than  One  hundred 
Dollars. 

_ 6.  If  any  person  suspended  or  adjudged  to  have  forfeited  his  license  shall,  during  the 
time  of  suspension  or  after  such  adjudication,  take  upon  himself  to  conduct  any  ship  as 
a Pilot,  such  person  shall  bo  liable  to  all  such  penalties  in  like  manner  as  are  provided 
against  any  person  Avho  shall  Pilot  any  Ship  Avithout  having  been  licensed.  (vide 
Paragrajih  5).  ■ ^ 

7.  All  sums  due  for  the  Pilotage  of  any  Ship  trading  to  and  from  any  Port  in  the 

Province  of  British  Columbia,  shall  be  recovered  in  a summary  manner  before  any 
Stipendiary  Magistrate,  or  tAvo  Justices  of  the  Peace,  from  the  Owuei’s,  or  Master  or 
from  the  Consignees  or  Agents  Avho  shall  have  paid  or  made  themselves  liable  to  pay  the 
said  charge  for  the  said  Ship,  in  the  Port  of  her  arrival,  as  to  pilotage  inAvards,  and  in  the 
Port  from  Avhcnce  she  shall  clear  out  as  to  pilotage  outAvards,  Avhich  sums  may  be  levied 
in  the  like  manner,  according  to  the  amount,  as  any  penalty  of  the  like  amount  may 
be  IcA'ied  under  “ The  Pilotage  Ordinance,  1867.”  ^ 

8.  Any  Vessel,  not  otherwise  exempted  by  these  Rules  and  Orders,  or  the  Schedule 

hereto,  shall  pay  half  rates,  of  full  Pilotage  inwards  to  the  fir.st  duly  qualified  Pilot  who 
shall  hail  any  such  Vessel  outside  the  Pilot  ground,  or  exhibit  the  Pilot  flao-  at  a dis- 
tance not  gi’cater  than  one  mile  from  such  Vessel  in  the  event  of  his  service  not  beiuir 
accepted.  ° 

9.  The  choice  of  outward  Pilot  to  be  left  to  the  Captain;  but  in  the  event  of  the  ship 
taking  no  Pilot  outAvards,  then  the  half-pilotage  to  be  paid  to  the  first  dulv  oualified 
Pilot  that  shall  offer  his  services. 

10.  No  Vessel  shall  be  rendered  amenable  to  half  pilotage  rates  for  the  Straits  navi- 
gation by  declining  the  serAuces  of  a qualified  Pilot. 

11.  All  Vessels  requiring  the  services  of  a Pilot  shall  hoist  the  usual  signal  at  the 
fore;  and  Avhen  outAvard  bound  not  less  than  tAvo  hours  prior  to  departure.*^ 

12.  The  Pilot  flag  shall  bo  the  same  as  established  by  law  in  all  countries  under 
British  jurisdiction,  viz:  horizontal  white  and  red,  (size  at  discretion  of  Pilot  Board). 

13.  Any  Vessel  driven  either  by  stress  of  weather  or  other  cause  to  anchor  or  seek 
shelter  in  any  of  the  Bays  or  Roadsteads  of  the  Province  shall  not  bo  liable  to  Pilotage. 

14.  In  all  cases  Avhei'c  a Vessel  shall  bo  in  tow  of  a Steam  Vessel  the  Pilot  on  board  the 
Vessel  tOAvod  shall  liave  the  command  and  direction  of  both.  Vessels  so  long  as  the 
Steamer  shall  be  last  to  the  other  Vessel,  notwithstanding  a Pilot  may  be  on  board  the 
Steamer. 

If).  Pilots  taken  to  sea  on  board  any  Vessel  against  their  Avill,  shall  be  entitled  to 
claim  from  the  Master  or  Owner  of  such  Vessel  the  sum  of  five  dollars  (85)  per  diem 
until  the  date  of  their  arrival  at  the  Port  from  which  they  Avere  taken,  and  in^  addition 
to  the  above,  their  expenses  back  to  said  Port. 

16.  JSoStetim  Vessels  plying  regularly  once  a Aveck,  or  oftener,  between  Victoria 
and  any  of  the  various  Ports  on  Puget  Sound,  or  in  the  Straits  of  Fuea,  shall  be  charged 
with  Pilotage,  or  half  Pilotage,  unless  the  Master  of  such  Vessel  shall  ‘actually  take  a 
Pilot  on  board  on  any  such  trips,  or  otherwise  actually  engage  the  services  of  a Pilot.

1.  Candidates  for  Pilots’  Licenses  must  be  British  Subjects,  and  must  apply  by  letter, 
addressed  to  the  Cbairmau  of  the  Pilot  Board.  Duo  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
examination  will  appear  in  the  Government  Gazette  as  often  as  the  Board  may  deem 
necessary.  Candidates  will  bo  required  to  prove  their  local  knowledge  of  the  Coasts 
and  Harbours  of  the  i)laccs  for  which  they  may  be  desirous  of  obtaining  a license ; to 
possess  a correct  knowledge  of  the  method  of  finding  a ship’s  position  on  the  Chart;  to 
have  a general  knowledge  of  the  tides;  and  to  furnish  to  the  Boai’d  satisfactoiy 
evidence  of  their  former  services,  good  conduct,  and  sobriety. 

2.  No  Pilot  shall  add  to,  or  in  any  way  alter,  his  license,  or  make  or  alter  any  endorse- 
ment thereon,  nor  shall  he  be  privy  to  any  such  license  or  endorsement  being  altered. 

3.  Every  Pilot  who  shall  observe  any  alteration  in  an}'-  of  the  Sands  or  Channels,  or 
that  any  of  the  Buoys  or  Beacons  in  any  of  the  Harbours  of  the  Province  are  driven 
away  or  broken  down,  or  out  of  place,  shall  forthwith  deliver  or  send  a correct  state- 
ment thereof  in  writing  to  the  Pilot  Board. 

4.  No  Pilot  shall  exact  from  any  Master  of  a Vessel  more  than  he  is  entitled  to  by 
any  of  the  Rules,  Regulations,  Orders,  or  By-Laws  passed  by  the  Pilot  Board;  neither 
shall  any  Pilot  offer  his  services  for  less  than  the  specified  rates,  under  pain  of  being 
guilty  of  a misdemeanor. 

5.  Every  Licensed  Pilot  shall  continually  carry  with  him  his  License  and  a printed 
copy  of  all  the  By-Laws,  Rules  and  Orders,  relating  to  Pilots  and  Pilotage,  in  force  for 
the  time  being;  and  is  required  to  produce  the  same  to  the  Master  of  any  Vessel  on 
boarding  such  Vessel. 

6.  Every  Licensed  Pilot  shall,  when  in  charge  of  any  Vessel,  exercise  the  utmost 
diligence  and  attention  in  the  prosecution  of  his  duty. 

7.  No  Licensed  Pilot  shall  bo  absent  from  the  Port  or  Ports  for  which  he  may  be 
licensed,  without  leave  of  absence  previously  obtained  in  writing  from  the  Pilot  Board. 

8.  All  cases  of  disputes  between  Pilots,  or  between  Masters  of  Vessels  and  Pilots,  shall 
bo  referred  to  the  Pilot  Board,  whoso  decision  shall  be  final. 

9.  Every  Licensed  Pilot  who  shall  offend  against  any  or  either  of  the  By-Laws,  Rules, 
Orders,  or  Regulations  relating  to  Pilots  and  Pilotage,  in  force  for  the  time  being,  shall 
for  every  such  offence  (whetlicr  the  same  shall  subject  him  to  any  pecuniary  penalty  or 
not,  and  in  addition  to  such  ])cnalty,  if  any)  upon  conviction  by  the  Pilot  Board,  be  liable 
to  have  his  License  annulled  and  forfeited,  or  suspended,  at  the  disci*etion  of  tlie  Board. 

10.  If  any  Vessel  be  stranded,  or  suffer  other  accident,  when  in  charge  of  a Licensed 
Pilot,  the  License  of  such  Pilot  shall  thereby  be  suspended,  pending  the  investigation 
by  and  decision  of  the  Board. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Licensed  Pilot  at  once  to  report  to  the  Pilot  Board 
any  accident  that  may  have  happened  to  a Vessel  Avhen  under  his  charge. 

12.  From  and  after  the  1st  of  August,  1873,  each  Licensed  Pilot  shall  bo  liable  for, 
and  shall  pay  to  the  Pilot  Board,  the  sum  of  Ten  Dollars  as  an  Annual  License,  payable 
in  advance,  half-yoaidy,  on  the  1st  day  of  August  and  the  1st  day  of  Fobruaiy  of  each 
year.  In  addition  to  such  yearly  license,  every  Pilot,  on  apjiointment,  shall  pay  the 
sum  of  Ten  Dollars  to  the  Board  as  an  Enti’ance  Fee.  Every  Pilot  making  defiiult  in 
the  ])ayment  of  his  entrance  foe  or  annual  license,  will  bo  liable  to  a suspension  of  his 
Certificate  until  the  money  is  paid.

The  following  Regulations  respecting  theacquisition 
of  Free  Grants  of  Land  in  British  Columbia,  are 
hereby  published  for  general  information. 

ROBERT  BEAVEN, 

Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  BTsris. 


UNDER  the  following  Regulations  and  Ordinances, 
the  Government  of  British  Columbia  are  prepared 
to  give  Free  Grants  of  vacant  uusurveyed  Crown 
Land,  suitable  for  settlement  a. id  cultivation,  and  not 
being  Mineral  Land,  to  bona  fide  Settlers,  in  the 
following  quantities  and  sections  of  the  Province, 
viz : — 

On  the  East  Coast  of  Vanco>. . or  Island, 
between  Chatham  Point  and  Fort 
Rupert 160  acres. 

In  that  part  of  the  Province  East  of 
the  Cascade  range  of  Mountains...  240  acres. 

And  intend  setting  aside  T.'.o  Town- 
ships in  the  New  Westminster  Dis- 
trict, for  Free  Grant  locations  of 
160  acres,  when  Surveyed. 

Regulations. 

1.  Before  any  person  can  be  located  for  a Free 
Grant  of  land,  he  or  she  shall  make  affidavit,  to  be. 
deposited  with  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and 
Works,  that  he  or  she  has  not  been  located  for  any 
land  under  the  Free  Grant  sections  or  regulations  of 
the  “Land  Amendment  Act,  1873,”  and  is  not  a 
pre-emptor  or  owner  of  land  in  the"  Province,  and 


tliai  ue  or  she  i.s  of  the  age  of  eighteen  years  or  up- 
wards, and  believes  the  land  for  which  he  or  she 
applies  or  desires  to  be  located,  is  suited  for  settle- 
ment and  cultivation,  and  is  not  valuable  chiefly  for 
its  mines  or  minerals,  and  is  not  acquired  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  possession  of  or  disjiosing  of  any 
timber  growing  or  being  on  said  laud,  and  that  such 
location  is  desired  for  his  or  her  benefit  and  for  the 
pnrpo"'’  of  actual  settlement  and  cultivation  of  such 
land,  and  not  either  directly  or  indirectly  for  the  use 
or  benefit  of  any  otlier  person  or  jiersons  whomsoever, 
nor  for  the  purpose  of  any  gold,  silver,  copjier,  lead, 
iron,  or  other  mines  or  minerals,  or  any  ipiarry  or 
bed  of  stone,  marble,  or  gypsum  thereon. 

2.  Any  person  making  application  fora  Eree  Grant 
shall,  if  required,  procure  an  affidavit  from  such  jier- 
son  as  can  make  the  same,  stating  that  the  land  is 
vacant,  and  that  no  person  has  resided  upon  it  for 
the  last  six  months. 

3 No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  hold  land  in 
the  Pi-ovince  under  the  Pre-emption  and  Free  Grant 
Acts  at  the  same  time;  and  any  subsequent  jire- 
emption  record  by  the  locatee,  shall  be  considered  as 
an  act  of  forfeiture  of  any  rights  acquired  under  the  • 
Free  Grant  Clauses  of  the  Act  of  1873  ; and  the  loca- 
ting ofa  I'h’ee  Grant  shall  be  construed  as  an  act  of 
forfeiture  of  any  ])re-emption  rights  aciiuired  under 
,.ny  of  the  Laud  Ortlinances  or  Proclamations  in  the 
Province. 

4.  .\n  alien  shall  be  entitled  to  locate  a Free 
Grant  under  the  same  conditions  as  a British  subject, 
upon  signing  a declaration,  before  the  Comihissioner 
of  the  District,  or  a .Justice  of  the  Peace,  of  his  or  her 
intention  to  become  a British  subject;  but  in  the 
event  of  such  alien  not  completing  his  or  her  naturali- 
zation at  as  early  a jieriod  as  the  law  admits,  that  he 
or  she  shall  forfeit  all  rights  acquired. 

f).  Xo  Crown  grant  shall  issue  for  any  laud  located 
unner  this  Act  oi-  under  said  regulations,  until  the 
expiration  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  such 
location,  nor  unless,  nor  nntil  the  locatee  or  those 
claiming  under  him  or  her,  or  some  of  them,  shall 
have  performed  .the  following  settlement  duties,  that 
is  to  say  shall  have  cleared  and  have  under  culti- 
vation at  least  twenty  acres  of  the  said  land,  whereof 
at  least  five  acres  shall  be  cleared  and  cultivated 
annually  during  the  three  years  next  after  the  date  of 
the  location,  to  bo  computed  from  such  date,  and 
have  built  a house  tliereon  fit  for  habitation,  at  least 
sixteen  feci  by  twenty  feet,  and  shall  have  actually 
and  continuously  ro.sided  upon  and  cultivated  the 
said  land  for  the  term  of  three  years  next  succeeding 
the  date  of  such  location,  and  from  thence  up  to  the 
issue  of  the  Crown  grant,  except  that  the  locatee 
shall  be  allowed  one  month  from  the  date  of  the 
location  to  enter  upon  and  occuiiy  the  land,  and  that 
absence  from  the  said  land  for  in  all  not  more  than 
six  months  during  anyone  year  (to  be  comiuited  from 
the  date  of  the  location)  shall  not  be  held  to  be  a 
cessation  of  such  residence,  provided  such  land  be 
cultivated  as  aforesaid. 

6.  On  failure  in  performance  of  the  settlement 
duties  aforesaid,  the  location  shall  be  forfeited,  and 
all  rights  of  the  locatee,  or  of  any  one  claiming  under 
him  or  her,  in  the  land,  shall  cease. 

7.  Proof  of  actual  settlement  and  cultivation  shall 
be  jnade  by  declaration,  under  the  “ Oaths  Ordinance, 
1869,”  by  the  claimant  and  two  settlers  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood, before  the  Commissioner  or  a Justice  of 
the  Peace. 

8.  In  case  it  is  proved,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works,  that  the 
settler  has  voluntarily  relinquished  his  claim,  or  has 
been  absent  from  the  land  locate  1 by  him  for  more 
than  six  months  in  any  one  year,  or  has  not  made  the 
improvements  required  by  law,  then  the  right  to  such 
land  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  setiler  so  relinquish- 
ing or  abandoning  his  claim  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
be  located  again  for  a Free  Grant. 

9.  Neither  the  locatee,  nor  any  one  claiming  under 
him  or  her,  shall  have  power  to  alienate  (otherwise 
than  by  devise)  or  to  mortgage  or  pledge  any  land 
located  as  aforesaid,  or  any  right  or  interest  therein, 
before  the  issue  of  a Crown  grant 

10.  All  assignments  and  transfers  of  Free  Grant 
rights  before  the  issue  of  the  Crown  Grant  shall  be 
null  and  void,  and  shall  be  deemed  evidence  of  aban- 
donment of  the  right,  and  the  person  so  assigning  or 
transferring  shall  not  be  pemitted  to  again  locate 
a Free  Grant. 

11.  All  Free  Grants  must  be  staked  off  with  posts, 
at  least  four  inches  square,  and  standing  not  less  than 
four  feet  above  the  surface ; and  one  such  stake  shall 


be  phici'U  !it  eiic'li  angle  of  (he  elaim.  Any  ti'ee  may 
be  used  Tor  a post,  i)rovided  that  it  be  cut  down  and 
squared  as  aforesaid.  No  such  boundary  post  .sliall 
be  renioveil  without  the  permission  of  the  ('ommis- 
aioner  oftlie  District  wherein  llie  laml  lies.  I'pon  each 
post,  .a  notice  in  the  following  form  shall  be  alUxeil : — 

“.1.  IVx  land  N.  D.  |iost  ” (meaning  North-east 
post);  “,1.  A” .S'  land  N.  \V.  post''  (meaning 
North-west  post);  and  so  on,  as  the  ca»e  may  be  ; 
and  shall  measure  West  <d'  tlie  (.'ascades  40  by  10 
chains,  and  Nast  of  the  ('ascades  SO  by  40  chains. 

I'J.  All  lines  siiall  run  due  .North  and  South,  and 
due  Kast  and  W'est,  and  all  locatees  or  claimants 
under  this  Ordinance  must  (;om]dy,  in  all  cases,  with 
the  oflicial  survey  when  made. 

Id.  A loeatee  of  a Free  Grant  on  unsurveyed  land 
shall,  after  the  otlicial  survey  has  been  made,  sind 
within  three  months  after  a coiiy  of  the  map  of  said 
land  has  been  deposited  in  his  District,  and  public 
notice  thereof  given  in  the  Hrilish  Columbia  Gazette, 
make  application  to  be  located  for  the  quarter  section, 
or  quarter  section  and  [lortion  of  adjoining  iiuartersec- 
tion,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  which  the  land  upon  which 
he  has  resided,  ami  which  he  has  improvecl,  may  be. 
In  case  of  disputed  owncr.ship  tlie  (.'hief  Commissioner 
of  Lands  and  Works  shall  determine  the  resjiective 
rights  of  the  adverse  claimants,  according  to  priority 
of  record  and  priority  id'  settlement,  and  the  fact  of 
such  settlement  may  be  shewn  by  actual  occupation 
of  and  improvements  made  on  the  land  in  dispute. 

14.  Any  localce  shall,  at  any  time  after  official 
survey  and  prior  to  the  e.Kiiiration  of  the  term  of  oc- 
cupation required  by  the  ••  Land  Ordinance  Amend- 
ment Act,  187.’i,”  have  tiie  right  or  privilege,  should 
he  or  she  so  desire  it,  of  applying  for  and  obtaining 
.a  Crown  Grant  of  the  land  included  in  the  Free  Grant 
location,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  said  land  had 
been  pre-empted  in  the  lirst  instance,  upon  payment, 
however,'  for  the  land,  at  the  upset  price  fixed  for 
pre-emjition  claims,  and  ujion  fullilling  the  conditions 
applicable  to  pre-emption  claims. 

15.  No  land  located  as  aforesaid,  nor  any  interest 
therein,  shall  in  any  event  be  or  become  liable  to  the 
satisfaction  of  any  debt  or  liability  contracted  or  in- 
curred by  the  loeatee,  his  widow,  heirs-,  or  devisees, 
before  the  issuing  of  the  ('rown  grant  for  such  land. 
After  the  issuing  of  the  Crown  grant  for  any  such 
land,  and  while  such  land  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any 
interest  therein,  is  owned  by  tlie  loeatee,  or  his 
widow,  heirs,  or  devisees,  such  land,  part,  or  interest 
shall,  during  twenty  years  next  after  the  date  of  such 
location,  be  e.xempt  from  attachment,  levy  under 
execution,  or  sale  for  payment  of  debts,  and  shall  not 
be  or  become  liable  to  the  satisfaction  of  any  debt 
or  liability  contracted  or  incurred  before  or  during 
that  period,  save  and  e.xcept  any  debt  secured  by  a 
valid  mortgage  or  [iledge  o^  such  land  made  sub- 
sequently to  the  issuing  of  the  Crown  grant  therefor. 

16.  Nothing  in  these  Regulations  shall  be  construed 
to  exempt  any  land  from  levy  or  sale  for  rates  or 
taxes,  now  or  hereafter  legally  imposed. 

17.  Plvery  Crown  grant  to  be  issued  for  any  land 
located  as  aforesaid,  shall  state  in  the  body  thereof, 
the  name  of  the  original  loeatee  of  the  said  land,  and 
the  date  of  the  location,  and  that  the  said  Crown 
grant  is  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  “ Land 
Ordinance  Amendment  Act,  1873.” 

18  Every  location  shall  be  recorded  at  the  Land 
Office  in  the  District,  following  the  rules  of  record 
as  to  pre-emptions. 

l!i.  The  (Jhief  Commissioner  of  Lands  and  Works 
shall  have  power  to  cancel  any  Free  Grant  record/ 
upon  proof  satisfactorj’  to  him  that  .any  of  the  ah  vc 
stipulations  have  not  been  complied  with. 

20.  The  provisions  of  the  ” Ordinance, 

1870,”  and  the  ” Land  Ordinaaicr  .nendment  Act, 
1873,”  to  be  complied  with,  tot"-  ,er  with  the  abovs 
regulations.
